The annual meeting of tlia propric- 
torn of this company wns held on Fri- 
day last, at tho head offices, Royal In- 
surance Buildings, North John-street, 
Liverpool. Charles Turner, Esq., 
chairman of the board of directors, 
presided. 

The nutieo convening tho meeting 
having been read, the report, as fol- 
lows, was taken us read : — 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

The directors have the pleasure of 
reporting that in this branch of tho 
Dustiness the results of the year 1873 
have been the most satisfactory, as 
respects the aggregate amount of prof- 
it realised, which the company has 
ever experienced. 

The lire premiums for the period 
amount to £807,405 L ( Js.

After the de- 
duction of agents' commission and 
management expenses, the profit on 
the transactions of the twelve months, 
including interest, amounts to £21G,- 
227 l*ls. 5d. During the year the 
business in America has been reduced 
and it. will accordingly be observed 
that there is a Blight diminution of in- 
come, when compared with 1872. Tho 
account for "unearned premium for 
increased revenue" is therefore closed 
for the present, and tho surplus carri- 
ed to lire fund, which is thereby "in- 
creased to £354,637 10s. 

LIFE DEPARTMENT. 

"During the past year, 1-10G new pro- 
posals were made to the company. Of 
these 1,099 were accepted and com- 
pleted for £514,638, the now premi- 
ums thereon being £17,271 2s.

In tho annuity brunch tho purchase 
money received for now annuities, to- 
gether with the premiums on contin- 
gent annuities, amounted to £r2,'t")l 
6s. '2(1. , and the interest to £7,544 9s. 
Thirty annuitants have died during tho 
year, the annual payments to whom 
amounted to £1,473 2s. 

The result of the operations for tho 
year is that, after payment of all 
claims, annuities, ami expenses of 
every description, £158,547 Os. 4d. 
has been added to the life funds, mak- 
ing the total accumulations of the 
life branch of the company £1,7G1 ,523 
lis. Lid. 

The quinquennial investigation of 
the life business will bo mado at the 
close of the present year, preparatory 
to the declaration of a bonus to Lho as- 
sured at the annual meeting iu 1875. 
Tbe method adopted at the investiga- 
tion of 1870 for securing perfect ac- 
curacy in the calculations will again 
he followed, and a separate valuation 
of tho liabilities will accordingly be 
obtained from an independent actuary, 
in addition to the- valuation by tho of- 
licers of the company. 

During the four years now expired 
the mortality has continued to bo below 
tho expectation, nnd tho life fund has 
been increased by a largor amount 
than in any sinilar period since tho es- 
tablishmoi tof the company. From a 
review of the business at tho end of the 
first half of the present your, it may be 
fairly anticipated that, after mating 
ample provision to meet a somewhat 
higher rate of mortality, which tho 
recent researches of the Institute of 
Actuaries shew may bn anticipated, tho 
balance «of profit will bo satisfactory

Oar Dormant Wealth. 

That Columbia's visit ami varied 
wonlth should bo permitted to He 
dormant so lung ii-s, to a certain ox. 
tent, a puzzle. Ten days ago we 
placed beforo the readers of this 
journal statistics sliowinpr the very 
satisfactory, in some instances very 
re.narkablo, in;:ra.ne in our exports bo- 
t vo >n the 80th Juno, 1873, and 
the 30th of Juno, 1874. It was 
feaii that in the period covered the 
export of coal had risen from §181,000, 
to $278,213, an increase of more than 
fifty per cent. It was also seen thai 
the export of lumbar rose from §211,- 
020, to $260,llf>, an increase of over 
twenty per cant. But it was in the 
export of fish that the most striking 
increase had taken place. That item 
had risen from $43,301, to $114,118, 
having very nearly trebled during the 
year. There was no incraase in gold; 
but wo pointed out ?that Ca viar did 
not come iuto the reckoning and that, 
underits influence.it was reasonable lo 
expect the item of mineral exports 
would be doubled during the current 
year*. Attention is now invited to the 
fact that, although the increase in the 
production of coal, fish and lumber is 
very satisfactory as far as it goes, yet 
theso industries are only in the bud 
and are suseoptiblo of almost unlim- 
ited expansion. To begin with coal — 
for coal is king — wo know that the 
field is practically inoxhaustiblo; and 
there seems little reason to doubt 
that tho demand for our superior 
coal will at any rate keep pace with 
the capacity for supply. Looking ul 
tho San Francisco market at the pre- 
sent time, it is found that the coal 
consumption is increasing rapidly; 
and yet wo find that, of the 348 thou- 
sand tons consumed during the first 
nine months of the present year, Bri- 
tish Columbia contributed only about 
forty thousand tons, being a little 
over one-eighth. It is difficult to un- 
derstand why this Province should 
not become at least the principal con- 
tributor to that market. The coal 
consumption of San Francisco must be 
epiito 500,000, now. Under a Reci- 
procity Treaty taking off tho duty, 
Columbia should have no difficulty 
whatever in grasping the lien's share. 
But oven if wo had half, it would 
raise our coal export to close upon a 
million and a half dollars a year. I; 
seeim strange that capital 
mora eagerly Columbia's coal fields, 
seeing the demand is so sure and thi 
protits of working so great. Turning 
to our baa- wealth , there is, perhaps, 
still more room for expansion and for 
wonder at ihu coyness of capital. 
Who shall put a limit to tho product 
of Columbia's bcmndlen and inex- 
haustible sea-farm? It has been seen 
that in one year the yield has trebled. 
As yet operations have been almost 



Not tho ha ;t important part of Mr. 
Blake's groat "disturbing" Aurora 
s icech was that which related^, to tl e 
projected Bociprccity Treaty between 
Canada and the Unite 1 Statos; and 
wo confess we are puzzled to under- 
stand tho attempts of Opposition 
journn's to extract crumbs of comfort 
therefrom. Mr. Blake strongly dopre- 
cated tl o j ast and present discussion 
of tho draft treaty for the following 
reasons: "The ijuostion whether this 
draft shall be agreed to or rejected is 
to bo discussed and disposed of by 
tho Somite of tho United Statos next 
December, and it seems to ma that 
every argument that may bo used just 
now in Canada in fav'jur of that 
Treaty, by those who do favour it, is 
an argument calculated more or less 
to damage tho chances of its approval 
by tin. 1 Senate, who will, I fancy, hook 
at it from tho exactly opposite point 
of view. On the other hand, with re- 
ference to those Canadians whoso op- 
inion is against tho Treaty, all tho ar- 
guments they use, all the meetings 
they convene, nil the resolutions they 
pass, seem to me to be so many invi- 
tations to the Senate of tho United 
Statos to pass the Treaty, and take 
that step at any rate towards tho con- 
summation which they aro depreca- 
ting all the t'rae. (Hoar, hear.) There- 
fore it appears to mo inexpedient for 
either side Lo' discuss it now, but I 
quite agree that it is a question which 
will at the proper time demand at tho 
hands of the representatives of tho 
people the fullest consideration and 
the most exhaustive discussion." Hav- 
ing said this much about tho impolicy 
of premature discussion of tho draf 
treaty, so bitterly complained of n 
day or two before, by Mr, Mackenzie 
in his Pioscott speech, and having 
pointed out the duty of Canada to con- 
sider the treaty in the broader and 
higher light of general good, Mr. 
Blake proceeded to treat the question 
in a way calculated to dash tho hopes 
of tho Opposition. Ho said: — "1 en- 
tirely demurred to the line of action 
taken outside and in Parliament with 
reference to the Treaty of Washington. 
I insisted that Parliament ought to bo 
perfectly free, since the question was 
remitted toil, to determine whether 
the acceptance or the rejection of its 
terms was il) the ; ntorest of tho coun- 
try. What I said then I now repeat, 
and I am sure it will be found when 
Parliament does meet, should this 
question be brought beforo us, that 
the large majority which sustains tiie 
Government will be disposed to deal 
with it upon that basis only. I re- 
gret under these ciicutnstancos that at 
a recent assemblage of tho Liberal- 
Conse i vative party, so called, of this 
Province, a party platform was enun- 
ciated, n party Hue taken with refer- 
ence to this Treaty, and it surprised 
mo not a little to see that while their 
Press earnestly denounced the suppo- 
sition that it was to bo made a party 
measure on the Ministerial side, they 
seeks not | should have been first, in solemn con- 
ventual assembled, to take a party line 
on tiie other.' For some time back tho 
Opposition, acting on the assumption 
di.it tiie treaty would come before 
Parliamf-nt as a Government measure, 
have heen straining every energy for 
lite purpose at writing and talking 
d.iwn tiie draft, with the patriotic hope, 
of embarrassing if not defeating the 
.Ministry. Even our local eontempory, 
alter having rushed forward with a 
gushing eulogy of the treaty and pro 
uouueed it the next host thing to Jlio 
Canadian Pacific Railway, had tmki

Sectionalism. 

We cannot help fueling that there is 
ingratitude us well us unreason in the 
Herald's treatment of tlio position taken 
by this journal anent tlx; qunstiou of 
more frequent mail com mo mention with 
New Westminster. When we advocated 
improvement of the existing service and 
deprecated a counter movement for the 
establishment of a new route and another 
somuu we di J so in the true interest of 
New Westminster in common with the 
rest of the Province, foeJing that to ask 
for too muuh in this instance would re- 
sult in getting nothing; anil yet wo ore 
nceused of sectionalism and tho like. It 
is quite true that thoso who advocated 
that tho mail service shoul 1 be via Semi- 
ah moo discovered their error and pre- 
sented their case in a very modified form 
iu their petition ; but our contemporary 
ought to know it was the resolutions and 
speeches, not tho petition, we were doal- 
ing with. But when the Herald accuses 
US of sectionalism and insinuates that wt 
are alarmed for tho safety of Victoria, 
it does but]expose itself to ridicule. When 
it intimates that Victoria runs down the 
Mainland to incoming settlers, we be- 
liovo it to be guilty of cold-blooded slan- 
der. For one article that we have writ- 
ten on the resources and advantages of 
the Island ve have certainly written two 
on tho SJIuinlaml. Oar contemporary 
should bo influenced by some little senco 
of fairness in dealing witli our advocacy 
of important questions which concern tho 
whole Province instead of jumping to 
such uncharitable and unjustifiable con- 
clusions:

Fhee Episcopal Chobch. — An active 
attempt is bein^ made to establish a Free 
Church in many parts of England, and a 
deed poll has beeu for some time lodged 
iu the Court of Chancery. The episcopacy 
of tho Free Church differs in some re- 
spects from that of the Established 
Church, and only two orders of ttie minis- 
try are acknowledged — namely, bishops 
(including presbvterjj and deacons. 
Every ordained minister iu the Free 
Church who has charge of a congregation 
will be n bishop or presbyter, and will be 
acknowledged :is tho bishop of that par- 
ticular congregation. Every layman 
whilo holding office in tho Church is a 
deacon of the Free Church of England. 
One of the bishops will be primus or 
president, and will hold ordinations when 
present, otherwise the ordinations will be 
hold by tho other bishops. The same 
applies to tho rite of confirmation. Con- 
vocations will be held, and they will be 
empowered to admit clergymen of the Es- 
tablished Church in their body after strict 
examination. It appears from a report 
which has boeu issued that there are 
about forty bishops or presbyters and 
about one hundred deacons of tho Free 
Church constituting their Convocation, 
and tho number is ejected to inorease 
rapidly. Each of the fifty-two counties 
of England and Wales will be a separate 
district, and they will be grouped into 
five dioceses. 

Pass It Along.- An Ottawa dispatch 
of October '.Hh says: Advices have beeu 
received here by the Department of Ma- 
rino and Fisheries that Her Majesty's 
Government have awarded the sum of 
five pounds sterling to each o!' the four 
following women residing at Aspy B iv, 
Cape Breton: Mrs. Ann Wilkie, Mrs.

A seminary for young ladies has been 
established at New Westminster by Mrs. 
Miller, nn accomplished ludy recently 
from Ontario. 

The Duret Troupe continued to play 
with success at Now Westminster. Thoy 
proposo proceeding to Burrard Iulet,and 
thence to Nuuaimo. 

The G. P. R. survey party undor Mr. 
John Trutch arc camped on tho north 
side of the Fraser, a little below Sc. 
Mary's Mission. It is proposed to cross 
at Ono Tree Island, and keep down tho 
north side to New Wostminstor and Bur- 
rard Inlet. 

An attempt was made to burn ono of 
tho bridges near Langley. Tho Munici- 
pal Council has offered a reward of $100 
for conviotion. An attempt was also niado 
to burn a bridge on tho Soiniahuioo 
road. 

There is talk of establishing a literary 
association in connection with tho Me- 
chanics' Institute, New Westminster. 

The Guardian's Chilliwhack correspon- 
dent under date Nov. 2nd, writes: "The 
weather has boon most favorable during 
the last three weeks for farming opera- 
tions; a considerable amouut of plough- 
ing is being done, and tho fall wheat is 
looking beautiful; the thrashing niachino 
has been its rounds and will finish hero 
to-morrow. Tho Sumas mills have start- 
ed working for tho winter. Mr. George 
Armstrong's aection of the N. W. & Yale 
road is about finished ; camp will proba- 
bly break up on Thursday next, and a 
party will start back over the road to do 
any necessary fixing. A school house in 
connection with tho Wesleyan Indian 
Mission is in course of orectiou here at 
tho Syalluh village. Mr. Tait (lato of 
Fort Simpson) will have charge. Miss 
Burr of New Westminster has been ap- 
pointed to the teachership of the public 
school at Sumas. Our school troubles 
have all disappeared; the average atten- 
dance now is twenty-live, and things are 
porfectly satisfactory under the ablo tui- 
tion of Mr. McMillan. Mr. A. C. Wells 
has completed tho Lucuccnck bridge on 
the Now Wostniimter and Yale road; per 
aons who havo soon the Sumas Mountain 
section say that some of tho grades will 
averogo one foot in five, and aro built a 
hundred yards from the blazed lino." 

MoDames Creek, Cassiar- 

This creek is a tributary of Deaso Rav- 
er. Tho last-named stream must uot bo 
confounded with Deaso Creok, where ex- 
tensive mining operations havo been car- 
ried on this year, and which empties into 
Duaso Like, whilo Dease River runs out 
of the lake and drains it. McDamos 
Creek empties iuto Dease River about 
100 milos south of the lake. It is a larger 
stream than Deaho Creek, and runs 
through a canon for some distance. Hen 
ry McDame, a colored man from the Ba- 
hamas and a '58 pioneer, discovered the 
creek and conducted J. Oiscome, C. Char- 
ity, C. Sharp, T. Parks and four others 
to the spot. Thoy found prospects of 
gold in tho bed and on tho sides of the 
creok, and for a distance of 75 feet back 
from it. They sawed lumber, packed it 
a mile, put in -100 feet of a wingdam and 
mado sluices. Thoy sluiced 30 days. tak- 
ing out, within a fraction. 80,000, or StiOO 
to the man, and havo plenty of pay-din 
for years to eomo. Tho Summers Co., 
adjoining tho Discovery Co., averaged 2 
ozs. to the man per day. Mitchell & Co., 
adjoining the Summers Co., did us well. 
Walker <fe Co., below the Discovery, paid 
better than tho Discovery. The balance 
of the claims wero laid over. Tho timbor 
near the creok is of tho speoios known as 
black pine, but further down the river 
there are forests of fir and spruce. Large 
veins of yellow quartz aro frequently 
aeen cropping out, and are believed to be 
irold buuring.

Taylor thought that whilo on 
tho subject he could not avoid expressing 
an opinion that the Police had not shown 
much euorgy iu discovering tho party 
who broke the lamp at Mr. Thistle's cor- 
ner. In tho mutter of tho Rock Bay 
Bridge lamps, somo four or fivo more 
lamps wero required. 

Coun. Goweu coincided and proposed 
that the question bo referred to the 
Street Com. to report. 

Coun. Morton tuought it would be ne- 
cessary to proceed at ouco if the lamp at 
Rock Ray Bridge was to bo erected this 
season. 

After some further discussion the mat- 
ter was referred to the Street Com. to re- 
port upon at next meeting. 

A letter was read from the City Barris 
tor giving his opinion on the following 
points: The Corporation cannot enter 
upon tho property of any citizen for tho 
purpose of cuttings watercourse througu 
tho same. 

This was in reference to a complaint 
made by Mr. Munro respecting some 
drainage being mado by tiio Corporation 
on Gordon street. 

The City Cleric was instructed to in- 
form Mr. Munro that tho drain com- 
plained of was only temporary. 

The City Barrister was also of opinion 
that the Couno I had no l ight to lease 
Johnson street Ferry; but might regulate 
tho condition of tho boats so as toprovido 
for the public safety. 

Considerable discussion took placo, 
during which Conn. Drummond said he 
differed with tho City Barrister entirely 
ns to iho power of Council to lease the 
Ferry, and that he could give as good nu 
opinion as tho City Barrister.

Coun. Drummond moved that a Coin, 
to be called the Fire and Water Com., to 
receive reports relating to tho Fire De- 
partment, and consult with the Chief En- 
gineer with tho view of enabling tho 
Council to deal intelligently witu such 
HUbjeets, be Appointed, 

Coun. Goweu seconded, and thought 
..otne machinery of the kind requisite. It 
enable the Com., and through them tho 
Council to understand tho position of the 
Department much more readily aud 
thereby enable them to exercise a closer 
supervision than the present clumsy sys- 
tem of reports. 

Conns. Hayward, Morton and Taylor 
thought tho lire Department was getting 
along well and it was best to let well alone. 
Tho establishment of a Permanent Com. 
could only tend to weaken tho Indepen- 
dence of the department, cause discon- 
tent, stop the voluntary principle and in- 
jure the efficiency of the service. Such 
a measure would bo the first step to the 
introduction of a paid body of firemen.

Business of the Pout or London. — 
In the year 1873, s.i>s the "Times," 
11,017 VosRels.of 4,547,934 tons in tho 
whole, arrived within the port of Lou- 
don from foreign ports; mul 8,(525 ves- 
sels, of 3,711,905 tons cleared out- 
ward for foreign ports, bo-Bides 412 
vessels cleared coastwise to load for 
abroad. Ihe tonnage of tho vesseia 
which brought cargoes shows an in- 
crease of five per cent. , over the pre- 
ceding year, and is really larger than 
here stated, because of some vessels 
first discharging part of their cargoes 
at Southampton, and being counted 
thore. Dividing '.he tonnage into sail- 
ing and steam, tho latter predomin- 
ates; the foreign arrivals comprise 
li, 257, 616 tons sailing vessels aud 2,- 
2 l JO,:318 tons steamers, and tho clear- 
aueos 1,811,606 tons sailing vessels 
ami 1, '.100,21)0 tons steamers. Among 
these arrivals there wero 213 vessels of 
67,001 tons, in ballast nnd not with 
cargoes, and among the clearances, 
2,548 vessels, of 1,008,192 tons. The 
lists of examinations by Custotn-honso 
officers bIiowh n decrease in tho num- 
ber of passengers arriving in London 
from abroad in 1873. There were 32,- 
•138 passengers and OS, 772 packages 
examined on board steamers coming 
up tho river; 1,196 passengers and 'S,- 
732 packages examined at (iravGsend; 
8,075 passengers and 54,368 packages 
at tho various docks and wharves; and 
67,853 passengers and 114,598 pack- 
ages at Chariug-crosa and Victoria 
railway stations. Tho total is 10!), 502 
passengers and 210,470 packages, be- 
ing 4,954 fewer passengers and (1,070 
fewer packages than in 1872. Hut tho 
number of passengers at riving in 
London in "1872 was oxcoptionully 
large.

Gold Fields of South. Africa 

The discovery, or rather the rediscov- 
ery of gold diggings in tho interior of 
Southern Africa is likoly to produce 
tho effect of adding greatly to our 
knowledgo of a part of tho continent 
hithorto very littlo known. Already 
numerous parties have left England, 
adventurous young men anxious to 
try their fortuno and ready to bat- 
tle with tho onormous difficulties of 
a long march over mountain and desert 
to the remote spot whore tho precious 
motal has been seon for miles glitter- 
ing in tho quartz rock. Tho locality 
of the gold is the intorior region bo- 
tweon tho Zambesi, West of the Teto, 
and tho middle courso of tho Limpopo 
River. The distance of the nearest 
point by road from Natal, being about 
700 miles' and from the Portuguoso 
sottlomont Hofala about 350 milos. 
Pore Elizabeth in Capo Colony is 
spoken of also as a good starting point, 
but the distance from this placo ia 
»bout 900 miles. 

Tho disooverv of gold was made on the 
27th of July 18GG, by Mr. Hartly, an 
elephant hunter, and Mr. Carl Manch, a 
German sciontitio traveller, who was 
journoying in company with Mr. Hartly. 
This gentleman when hunting olophauta 
a little beyond tho Nurth-wostorn bend 
of the Si uipopo, accidentally came upon a 
numberof holes excavated in a mass of 
quartz rock, and containing broken im- 
plements of a rude description used by 
former unknown minors. Bolts of glitter- 
ing white quartz rock extended over tho 
ablo laud, and Mr. Manoh with his geo- 
logical hammer detached pieces of stone 
from tlio masi richly impregnated wi'.h 
precious metal. 

The Handy margins of streams flowing 
through that region wero also found to 
contain largo quantities of gold. Tho 
journey was afterwards extended in a 
North-easterly direction to a point lfiO 
miles distant from tho Portuguese set- 
tlement on tho Fambesi, gold bearing 
quartz hoing occasionally found oropping 
up from the surface along tho lino of 
March. Tho travellers then roturnod to 
Potchefstrom in tho Territory of the 
Traus-vaal Republic, and Mr. Manch 
subsequently proceeded to Natal, and ex- 
hibited his specimens. Trio country in 
which the gold is found is an elevated 
table land, raising to tho height of 
7000 feet above tho sea level, and is 
ohiefly occupied by tho Mutubele 
sections of tho Ouffres, a warlike tribe, 
governed by redoutablo ohief Maeiliskatie, 
but the moat Southern Gold Pield lies 
out of his Territory, aud very near to 
North Western frontier of tlm Trans Vaal 
Republic. The high land of tho intorior 
in South Eastern Africa ends for tho 
most part abruptly at a short distance 
from tho shore of the Indian Ocean, 
loaving a track of low hind olothed with 
rank vogotatiou, and having a humid 
climate. On this aoeouut it is doubtful 
if Sofala, tho nearest point to the coa»t 
can be made available as a starting point 
to the OoM Fiuld owing to the ur.- 
hoalthnoss of the coast land. Some 
eminent authorities believe that tho 
•Ophir" of Solomon has been at length 
found iu the country of these rediscover- 
ed Gold Fields; ami tho opinion is oonrtr- 
mod by accounts given by the natives, 
o| the unexplored truot along the lower 
Limpopoo, It seems probable however 
that tho mines discovered by Hurlly aud 
Manch wore those known to the Portu- 
gese as long ago as the 17th century. 
N'owu has been lately received of tho re- 
turn from tho Southern Meld of tho 
first party of Pioneers with a waggon 
load of rich gold bearing quartz. 



The Duke of Edinburgh 
oa Crimps. 



At a banquet in Liverpool, tho other 
day, tho Duke of Edinburgh made the 
tho following remarks: 

"I think you will oxcuse mo when I 
allude to one matter which perhaps in- 
terests yourselves as much as it does 
mo. I allude to a matter which has 
been very strongly before the public 
during tho past two years— the great 
agitation brought forward in regard to 
tho safety of ships and seanion and pro- 
perty at sea. (Loud applause.) I 
may perhaps bo allowed to sny a word 
lirst, as having been bred a "seaman 
myself— (applause)— and in other re- 
spects being a most hearty sympathizer 
with the interests of British seamen, 
and as having been connected with the 
commission which was appointed by 
Parliament, to enquire into these mat- 
ters. I cannot pass this matter by 
on mooting with you this evening, and 
I feol I have got your sympathy with 
nio in saying that tho great point in 
the whole of tnis question is to look to 
the-welfare of the seaman. (Applause.) 
I believe that I may look round 
mo as much as I please, and I cannot 
see, or I might look far and wide in 
Livorpool to find a man who would 
send his ship to sea in a condition that 
would uot bo seaworthy. ("No, no," 
and hoar, hoar.) But the great thing 
wo must all look to is to bring about a 
fooling of self-respect, of moral and 
physical confidence in the seamen 
themselves. (Applause.) This can- 
not bo done as long as the present sys- 
tem exists undor which tho men are 
sent on board. They do not know 
how thoy get on board, They get on 
board any way. (Hear and applause.) 
As long as tho system of "crimping" 
and the system of advancement exist 
among your ships, how many may not 
be lost before they have gono their 
first voyage. I consider that to be 
one the most important points in the 
wholo of tho question which has been 
brought before the cotrmission — that 
of bringing about greater self respect, 
greater self-reliance, and a better 
moral tone amongst the seamen them- 
selves. (Applause.) I may, perhaps, 
as a royal naval officer, suggest, and I 
think it is one of these uoints which 
aro pretty clearly brought out in the 
report by the Commission, on Mr. 
Plimsoll's motion, that it is desirable 
to reintroduce tho carrying of appren- 
tices, (Hear, hear ) I consider this 
a most vitul point in regard to the mer- 
chant navy, and I think that the ex- 
ample given by the great success at- 
tending the bringing up of boys for 
the Royal Navy on board of training 
ships is of great significance in con- 
nection with it. The navy ia now 
almost entirely fodfrom thoso training 
schools, and i assure you with the 
very best results. Bring tho boys up, 
bring them forward in the profession, 
start them, give them a feeling of re- 
sponsibility and trust in themselves, 
and I am sure you will find there will 
be far less accidents at sea than at 
present. (Applause.) I hope every 
person heio present will feel tho same 
interest in the welfare of tho British 
soainen that I do." (Applause.)

Who Invented Sausages? 
not HEYWOOB. 

, A 7 . 00 « es Pondent asks us this question: 
Who was the inventor of sausages?" 
YYe answered: It was unknown. Julius 
Caosar claimed to be the inventor, bat 
historians and commentators havo uni- 
versally scouted his claim. There is no 
doubt in the minds of tho best informed 
writers on tho subject but that tho Gor- 
| mans were the inventors of tho sausage 
and that Cajsar in his wars against the 
stubborn German tribes became acquaint- 
ed with their way of making tho sausage. 
On his return to Rome, after crossing the 
Kubicon, ho tried to induce the inhabit- 
ants of the Imperial city to adopt it ns an 
article of food, but the Romans wore rich 
they fed on luxuries garnered from the 
lands which they had conquered and 
tlioy rejected tho sausage. On the moru- 
ing of the day of his death at the hands 
of tho conspirators, Caesar sadly informed 
his wife that Imperial Romo was totter- 
ing to ils fall, and that fall was hastened 
by its rejection of sousages. It is a singu- 
lar and extraordinary fact-one quoted 
by the great historian Simanidea, and 
Gibbons, and Niebuln— that no nation 
lias been great as a military power in 
modern times, which did not make sau- 
sages ono of its prime articles of diet 
Ihe recent war between Germany and 
1' ranee proves this. Seventy-five yeara 
ago tho French wero intensely fond of 
sausage, then they overran Europe. But 
lKe the Romans, they took to Juxurous 
livinpr. and tho downfall of la belle France 
followed. 

The Germans have always been a war- 
like nation. They have aKays been eat- 
ers of sausage. Tho greatest general of 
modern tunes. Moltko, dines upon saus- 
age three times a day. He says that no 
man who is not a lover of sausages can 
over make a grolt general. Somo years 
ago he was called upon while at breakfast 
by a young officer. He was eating hi* 
usual meal of "wurstund pumpernickel," 
and asked the young offioer to joiu him. 
Ihe oiler was declined on the ground that 
he never could eat sausages. '-Sir," said 
the great general, looking at tho officer 
with flashing eyes, '"the man who cannot 
eat sausages need never expect promo- 
tion from mo." The young officer at once 
applied himself so assiduously to the cul- 
tivation of a taste for sausages that in tho 
late war he had risen to bo General Von 
Moltko s chief of staff. A distaste for san- ' 
sagos led to the dismissal of a wooer of 
the General's daughter. She afterwards 
married a manufacturer of sansageB with 
her father s approbation, and she ia now 
the happy mother of. eight healthy sau- 
sage-eating children. Wore anyone to 
say in General Von Moltko's preseuoa 
that sausages wero made out of refusa 
dogs, ho would regard it as a mortal of- 
fence. And yet he has never accounted 
for the decadence in the number of dogs 
in Germany since sausages became the 
national food, ns frogs aro that of the 
trench, potatoes and herrings of the Ir- 
ish beef and plum pudding of the Eng- 
lish, buckwheat cakes and tobacco of Am- 
enoans, and Hey wood's Pork Sausage of 
British Columbians. *
